HISTORY OF THE DuBOSES 


Time and again I have been asked by my next of kin to set down what I 
have learned during my seventy-four years about the background of those people 
known as the DuBoses. 

To begin with, there is a difficulty in the spelling. In France there 
are perhaps two branches, the DuBoses and the DuBoises. The DuBoses have 
been, and wil] continue to be, pestered by having their name spelled DuBois 
or duBois, especially on public documents. Twice I have gone to the Satis) 
and despite my own registration, there it was, typed out "DuBois." 

In French DuBose means, I understand, “of the woods." Country man? 

Bois means woods, forest, timber; and Bose was apparently its form in 
Brittany, homeland of the DuBoses. 

I have heard from my dad, who had gotten it from his grandfather, then 
on back, also from. my great-uncle John, plus an elderly DuBose lady from 
‘Alabama, around ninety years of age in 1928 (she was writing a history about 
the DuBoses, and a good deal of what follows I heard her discussing with my 
father -- seems that their land grant was spelled DuBois, and they just kept 
it that way), plus coming across various accounts historically -- the same 
story. Back sometime after 1700 David William DuBose was born into a family 
of some means in the Northwestern part of France. At an early age he entered 


military service, and soon found himself on a mission to Germany, Berlin 


perhaps. Most likely he was some kind of attache, for he had the title of 
"Count." While.there he met a good-looking, blond German maiden who was 
visiting her city kinfolk. Despite objections from her kin, and D.W.'s 
superiors, the two married. 

On a honeymoon trip to Northern Germany, perhaps Prussia, both D.W. and 
his bride became aware his life was endangered, so hostile were the kin to 
one of their own marrying a "frog," as they called the French. 

The two left, returned to France; but lo, no haven there. Seems that 
the French could not forget the battles with their former foes either. Though 
the people offered the bride no physical harm, they snubbed her, and they 
turned a cold shoulder to D.W. for committing the unforgivable sin of marrying 
a foreigner. Worse than the North and South of the U.S. after the Civil War. 

Apparently D.W. entered court service again; anyway, we next hear of 
him living in England, for perhaps a score of years. Upon returning to 
France he again entered military service when Marquis de Lafayette in 1777 
enlisted a band of soldiers to sail to America. D.W., given the rank of 
colonel, was accompanied by his two sons, D.W. Junior and his next brother, 
around eighteen years of age, whose nane I never learned. 

Perhaps it should be said here that these early DuBoses might have been 
more interested in finding a home without bias, because of their mixed back- 
grounds, than in the freedom of America. Anyway, Ben Franklin and others 
representing the future U.S. in Paris were quite lavish in their acreage 
promises, should the American colonies succeed in their aspirations. 

From three different oral sources I heard the above, also that Col. David 
William DuBose was killed on the battlefield, somewhere in New Jersey, I 


think it was. Years afterwards, around 1934, I happened to be reading 


Washington Irving's Biography of George Washington, and there I read the 


ecount; during a minor skirmish, a valuable French ally, Col. David William 
DuBose, was killed in action. 

Following the war, the two sons, David William and his brother, decided 
to remain in the United States. Both settled in Pennsylvania, is my under- 
standing. "And wouldn't you know it," my great-uncle John once exclaimed, 
"They both married German girls! Oh well, there were a lot of citizens 
there with a German background. " 

On my way back from a boxing engagement of mine in Biloxi, Mississippi, 
my father and I tarried overnight with a cousin of his in Jackson County, 
place of my father's birth. There I heard virtually the same report after 
my father made the remark that a certain DuBose there looked somewhat like 
von Hindenberg. 

D.W. the second married and settled down in Pennsylvania in 1784, waiting 
for the promised land. But -- and history will verify this -- Congress was 
slow in granting the promised land. Something like the Israelites, the 
DuBose brothers had to wait -- years and years. Seems that a good many of 
those early Congressmen were of British descent, and they were reluctant to 
show the "frog troops" too much favor. Around thirty years later came a 
president, and I'm not sure, but I think it was Monroe, who said it was a 
national shame that these people who had fought for the American independence 
had been put off so Jong; so Congress granted the land. Check this in history. 

By this time the two soldier boys were older men. They and their 
thrifty wives had a little piece of land, down at a crossroads, where they 
opened a smal] grocery store. Legend that I have heard is that a small 
community gradually grew up at the crossroads; a post office and so forth. 
D.W. the second, too old to go to his land grant, ascertained that his 


sons could file the claim in his stead. At that time the "Northwest" was 


: Mlinois, the "Southwest" was Alabama and Mississippi; the Louisiana Purchase 
had recently been made, 1803, and this new frontier was also open. OD.W. 
the third chose Mississippi to make his application; his next-in-age brother 
chose Alabama, and a third chose the Illinois territory. 
D.W. the second felt cheated: once he would have liked to go out to 
the frontier, but Uncle Sam, in the form of the Congress, had waited too 
Tong; now he was taking away his boys. About D.W.'s brother's experience 
in this, I know nothing. 
I once met an elderly DuBose in Portsmouth, New Hampshire, who lived in 
Pennsylvania. (He carefully ascertained how I spelled my name, then told me 
his name was spelled the same way. He complained that everyone seemed to try 
to spell his name Bois instead of Bose, and had noticed that they had my name 
in the sports list as "young Dubois.") He told me that he'd heard that 
D.W.'s son who had chosen the "Northwest" had married ‘a dark girl, a beauti- 
ful woman, but he thought he had better stay North, though really otherwise 
he would have preferred the warm and balmy “Southwest." 
Now we follow the third D.W. Kind of a family name. From my dad, plus 
the N.H. man and my great-uncle John, I found to my surprise that David was 
not the family name, but William. Why William, I eventually asked. 
"Comes all the way from William the Conqueror." I think it was great- 
uncle John who first told me this, and then added: "We come from an old and 
honorable line.” 
I can vouch for that. All the way from the first Adam. 
D.W, the third married an English-German girl; Sarah Havens was her name. 4% 
The two were both quite religious; Baptists, if I heard correctly, as were a = % 3 
lot of the Pennsylvania DuBoses. Seems, though, the Devil is ever working. tp 5% 


The kin of Sarah harbored enmity towards anyone with a "frog" name, and made 


no exception for D.W. Well, she was "of age," so she married D.W. anyway, 
and told her folk they ought not to have brought over the old feuds with 
them, : 

The young couple came out to Mississippi. There is an assertion that 
when they arrived, they found their claim in such and such a latitude, and 
that it was mostly in the Gulf, and D.W. then homesteaded. But this must 
have been humorous fiction, because I heard great-uncle John speak of "the 
grant of land" down in Jackson County, around twelve or fifteen miles up 
from the coast. (GeaT ie ) 

D.W. and his wife, arriving with one child and another on the way, liked 
the country and built a log cabin. Of all their children, I know the names 
of only three of the boys: Watters Burl, my grandfather; and the youngest, 


John, my great-uncle. There were girls, I am certain, and whatever happened | me 


to the David William the fourth, born of that family, I do not know.” A 
After having lived in Jackson County around a score of years, D.W. the 
third moved north to a higher elevation with a more healthful climate. The 
mosquitoes, I have heard, he despised. So, packing his family, leaving behind 
two married daughters and one son, driving one wagon, with a couple of wagons 
following, D.W. the third migrated forty miles northward to Forrest County, 
where there was land to be homesteaded. He took out a half section of timber- 
land about ten miles south of Hattiesburg. In time, Burl, who had married, 
followed his dad to Forrest County. 
By this time the storm clouds of the civil war were dividing not only 
the country, but many families. I think it was D.W.'s oldest boy that went 
back to Pennsylvania. I know nothing further of him. One boy was so 


Southern, though, that when the war broke out, he mounted his horse and rode 


away to join the contest, to fight for the freedom of the South, just as his 


ancestors had come to America to fight for freedom. (The DuBoses, like other 
small farmers, owned no slaves, but the battle was for "States' Rights.") 
This of course hurt his parents, who would have preferred to "sit it out." 
/ \. Neither Burl nor John entered the contest, Bur} while still young 
woe \married an Overstreet girl, whose family was supposed to have French-Indian 
blood in them. John atso married, and had three or four children. Burl 
topped him on all accounts; to him and his wife Saleta were born fourteen 
children, twelve of whom survived to reach twenty years or over. Burl and 
his wife homesteaded a half section of land in Forrest County near his dad's 
place south of Hattiesburg. 
D.W. the third's wife preceded him in death, around 1900, I guess. She 
had a good reputation, though being just a little thrifty; the opposite of 
her husband, who was often accused of being overgenerous, "Better to have 
too much than not enough" was one of his favorite sayings. He was sometimes 
referred to as "Judge" DuBose, which term, I think, came from Jackson County, 
where according ‘to the word I heard, he served as justice of the peace ina 
country precinct. Unfortunately, after his wife passed on, he had a King d

Lear experience. His son John moved in with him and enjoyed the old gentle- x ¥ ue 


\ 
man's estate, with all its advantages. John's wife really "buttered up" the VU 


otd gent, and was forever being deathly alarmed that the “others” were jealous 
and were plotting to have her and John removed. The old man reacted, and. 
deeded everything outright to beloved John and his dear wife. In three months' 
time D.W. the third moved out; sometime in the early 1900's he passed away 

in what we would call today a rest home, though it was not called that in his 
day. Fittingly enough, however, John and his wife had the same kind of 
experience in their older days. Seems we are slow to learn. 


Burl DuBose lived until seventy-nine, if I remember correctly, dying 


around 1930, and is buried in the local graveyard in Dixie community. His 
wife Saleta, though sickly a lot in her older days, outlived Burl by several 
years. She was indeed the jewel of the DuBoses in Dixie. A devout believer, 
Methodist, she was the country doctor in her younger days. My mother told me 
of the time early in her marriage, about 1902, she and my dad were spending 

a night at Burl's: around one o'clock a couple drove up in horse and buggy 
with a desperately sick baby. Mom said Grandma's remedy was first to give 
the child an aspirin, next drop a little warm oi] in his ear (in case of 
earache), then, lastly, swab the throat with mercurochrome. It always 
worked, And it did on the babies that came our way, to my home later on. 

Also for counseling many people came to Saleta. I remember once wher 
I was staying there, a young married couple coming to her. Hearing conversa- 
tion, I peeped around the corner and saw, rather than heard, the three 
talking, Grandmother said, "Leslie, I am busy counseling. You go on out and 
walk in the acreage; I know you like to walk. And Mr. (whatever his name was), 
you go out and see that Leslie is on his walk, please; then come back." 

Dutifully I went out, but felt hurt by her lack of confidence. After- 
wards I upbraided her. "I asked him to go out with you because I wanted a 
private word with the woman; I felt she was right, but was being too hard on 
him," she answered. "And the man -- not me -- needed to be reassured it was 
a private counsel," she added. I felt much better. 

More than one person has told me that my grandmother was very wise, or 
the wisest person they'd ever known. Her son, my younger uncle, was once 
told to patch something up by fibbing just a little to his mother. "Oh no, 
that won't do," he said. “Mom always knows when you're lying." 

About the roots of her background, if you want to know them, then become 


acquainted with her Jesus and you will find out in heaven; for that is about 


all I know. 

Burl and Saleta's oldest son, my father, was born 1878 and named David 
Jacob, which was straying slightly from the good old D.W. formula. But Burl 
was over $ix feet, and feared neither man nor beast. A rough man, hard worker, 
and good provider, he had the good old-world trait of thinking he and his 
family the best. 

David Jacob married one Georgia Alabama Hollifield (some of her family 
spelled it Holyfield) in 1901, so named because she was born on the Georgia 
Alabama state line, April 30, 1883. Her father was migrating from Virginia 
to Mississippi, and she wasn't expected for a month or so yet, but she popped 
up there, and had amazing staying powers for one so small. 

Apparently on her side of the family, her father was a great and wise 
man. Her mother, named Georgia, was her husband's second wife; Georgia's: 
older sister Harriet, his first, had passed away one month after giving birth 
to her first child. 

‘Mr, Hollifield's wife -- or both of them, one at a time -- had the last 
name of Boone, and claimed direct descent from o1' Daniel Boone. I have 
talked with her kinfolk, and I remember that is also their claim. "Mack" 
Hollifield and his wife were devout Christians, Baptists, as was the daughter 
whom my father married. 

To the marriage of D.J. and his wife Bama, as she was called from child- 
hood, were born eight children. The eldest, a girl, died at about three 
months of age, of pneumonia. The sickness and death of his tiny daughter 
caused D.J. to go to college and become a medical doctor. 

The marriage lasted not quite thirty years. Two things were wrong with 
it: D.J. just knew he was God's gift to women; he loved to come home and 


tease his wife with, "So and so (woman) said, ‘Doctor, you have to be the 


best-looking man I've ever met'" -- his vanity, and her jealousy, fanned 


on by his continual teasing, proved fatal to the marriage. 

That he was handsome, there was no doubt. Six foot two, and when I 
fought in Guifport, Mississippi, he passed himself off to'the girls as my 
older brother, The girls told me (not him), “Doc (my fighting nickname), 
your older brother is one of the best-looking men we have ever seen," 

The wrecked marriage caused me to hate two things; vanity and jealousy. 
I saw vanity wreck a great career; I saw vanity and jealousy feed quarrels 
and seriously impair a marriage. Quarreling is like cigarette smoking; never 
Start, and you won't. have the habit. I cannot remember -- and I am serious 
-- @ quarrel the wife and I have ever had. I have heard my wife say, "Oh, 
we might have had differences of opinion, and talked over matters; but 
quarreled ~- never. Christ has made the difference, though, not our own. 
cleverness," 


There you have it. Some DuBoses do learn. I married a teacher. 


What I have written is not intended to be a "Roots" thing, and I do 
it grudging of the time I give, but so many times the requests have come. 
The David William of our family, D.J.'s sixth chi]d, heard me discussing 
this with a youngér DuBose who still lives in Mississippi. _To.my surprise, 
D.W. had never heard much of it. He never knew some of the elders I knew, 
being ten years my junior, and he left Mississippi at an early age, around 
twenty. Earnestly he beseeched me to write down what I knew. That tipped 


the scales for me. 


The early DuBoses were largely a Baptist people, but after the Civil 


War many became Methodists. The man I met in N.H. (understand now, our 
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meeting took place well over fifty years ago, and I might have forgotten 
some of the-details he related to me -- he was a steady talker; however, 
I did get in a few yeses) -- seems he was quite a Methodist. His forefathers 
had been ardent Baptists and supporters of Abe Lincotn in his race for the 
Presidency. But these early DuBose Baptists felt that the Baptists were 
responsible for doggedly pushing the civil war on. Lincoln wanted to buy the 
slaves and send them back to Africa; there, it was thought, they would bring 
learning and Christianity to a land dwelling in darkness. (My mother passed 
on to me from her father that many, many of the black people had found Christ 
to be their Helper during the slave period.) 

But the North rebelled at the cost. An estimated two billion dollars! 
(The war cost eighteen billion, or so I have read.) "No, no, free the slaves 
now," came the cry; and if I am to believe both Jegend and history, the ~ 
Northern Baptists were in the forefront. They were proud that they had 
helped agitate the Revolutionary War; now they were once again taking the 
lead. At that time, they were two and a half million strong, and the leading | 
evangelical force in the nation. Check your history book for this, and read 
their sermons preached just prior to the war by men like Henry Ward Beecher. 

Well, the war came, and this elder DuBose I met in Portsmouth said the 
DuBoses left the Baptists and a lot of them joined the Methodists, who 
opposed slavery, but were more pacific, not eager to push a “war button." 

I tell this to explain why after the Civil War so many DuBoses that were 
Baptists became Methodists; both South and North the Methodists grew. In 
the South there was one notable Methodist bishop named DuBose; I forget his 
first name. In the South, both Baptists and Methodists were loyal to the 
South, of course, but again the Methodists grew more after the Civil War for 


a while, because of their toleration, or that is the way my elders guessed it. 
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Blessed are the peacemakers. At that time liberalism had not made its inroads 
into either the Baptist or Methodist churches. Old-time hellfire.and brimstone 
preaching. 

From more than one source I have heard about the DuBoses' experience with 
some of the religious groups that sprung up after 1815; Mormons, Seventh Day 
Adventists, and later, around the end of the century, the Russellites or 
Jehovah's Witnesses. 

One of the DuBose girls married a Miller, either the son or nephew of 
William Miller -- at times we seem to have a little "inside" history. 

The Baptist preacher "Bob" DuBose or DuBois, whichever is correct, 
during his youth worked at the print shop in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, from 
which the Spalding manuscript was stolen. ‘Years later, dispute about the 
manuscript raged strong, and Robert DuBois, who was pastoring a Baptist church 
in another town, was asked whether the original was Spalding’s or Joe Smith's. 
He evaded the question,- yet left this to some of his relations: that after 
reading the Spalding manuscript and The Book of Mormon, in his opinion the 
author had to be the same, whether Smith or Spalding, he did not know. 

When I asked my elders why the evasiveness, "Times were dangerous then," 
was the answer. 

Recently, only two years ago, I bought one of the best-documented books 
I have read, Who Really Wrote the,Book of Mormon? (Vision House Publishers, 
1977) and read about Robert DuBois (so spelled in the book); see page 99. 

I also learned the probable reason for his shyness in talking: the activity 
of the Danites, a group of ardent followers of Joseph Smith, whose mission 
in life then was to punish and kil] those people injurious to the fledgling 
Mormon church (page 228). 


Here was another confirmation of what I had at one time heard from my 


. J 


elders and what had been for me little more than legend. 


Now to the Texas DuBoses. Remember my mentioning the young DuBose who 
was so Southern that he rode off to join the rebels? 

Well, he was kind of a favorite of his dad. A lot of DuBoses (as well 
as others) have this weakness. One here and there of their children is singled 
out for more attention and praise -- which not only spoils the children, but 
also the selfishness ingrafted by this doting may bring sorrow to the very 
ones who favored them. 

The young man had ridden off, lips pouted out. DM. never heard from 
him again, and died sorrowing for a boy that was most probably a Civil War 
casualty... 

Then about the year 1915 a young man claiming to be Walter DuBose from 
Texas showed up at the Burl DuBose residence. Seems his dad had left home 
to fight for the rebel cause and near the end of the war he had been sent to 
Texas to help guard the Northern Texas frontier against Indian raids. The 
war over, "Southerner" DuBose settled there. 

Walter had heard his dad talk so much about his old home place in 
Jackson County and his father's newer place just south of Hattiesburg that 
after his father's. death he came to Took them over. Seems his father had 
kept intending to write home -- but never had. 

Years later I read in one of Texas author Frank Dobie's books about the ra 
death of “old DuBose," apparently our "Southerner." 

One thing I remember about Walter DuBose's visit to Mississippi: the 
way he got his DuBose history was that the two sons of D.W. the first, who 
I said came over with their father on Lafayette's ship, came to fight near 
the close of the Revolutionary War, not with Colonel DuBose. My father 


disputed this, and Walter admitted that it was vague to him; his father had 
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only talked about it a little when he was a boy, and that's the way he had 
understood it. Certainly the weight of the testimony supported my father; 
I mention Walter's version because this is the report the Texas DuBoses have. 

The two DuBoses who first settled in America must have been prolific, 
for I meet some of their seed wherever I stay for long; most of them know 
about two brothers coming from France in the early days, but that is about 
all. 

Walter told us of another pair of DuBoses that came over from Paris just 
after the War of 1812 who insisted on the DuBois spelling. He had met a few 
of them up around Lubbock, Texas, he said. (To those seeking to make a 
genealogical chart, I add this note of caution: the search for genealogical 
history can become confused, with so many branches abounding from the 
original tree; as an example, a Hollifield niece of mine, seeking to trace 
her ancestry, apparently did not get her Grandfather "Mack" Hollifield, but 
one of his distant relatives instead.) 

I must include this: around 1915 my dad used to point to an engineer 
of the Panama Canal, Col. David DuBose Gaillard (pronounced Gaylord), for 
whom the Gaillard Cut was named, as a kinsman on Gaillard's maternal side. 
Whether this was based on knowledge or was mere speculation, I do not remember. 
Look up Gaillard Cut in your dictionary. : 

Many other things I could mention; for instance, the legendary DuBose 
estate in France, worth millions to the heirs. This, as I remember, proved 
to be only a scheme to bilk money from some moderately wealthy DuBoses in 
America. "We need a couple of hundred (or thousand) dollars to prove this in 


court --" 


So much for what was handed down to me about the DuBoses' past. Of 
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course, DuBose is not our real last name, but Adam, and we are no better 

or worse than any of the other Adamites. But thank God there is a second 
Adam, Jesus Christ, of whom the Apostle Peter says in Acts 4:12, "Neither 

is there salvation in any other: for there is none other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby we must be saved." Not church, lodge, cult, works, 
or any inventions people have fabricated later, however cleverly devised, 
will save, but only a direct personal relationship by repentance with Jesus 


Christ. If you have had this experience, look me up when we all get to 


heaven.
